DANGEROUS NAVIGATION. 

Loss of life and Property oo the Great 
Uku. 

How great the danger of lake nav- 
igation during a tempestuous year is 
may be realized from the fact that in 
September, 1887, no less than 1G8 
wrecks and disasters took place on 
the six d liferent lakes. In the month 
of Octol)er of the same year 285 disas- 
ters were recorded. It is computed 
tbatat the present time some 300 craft 
of all kinils arc lost on the Great lakes 
Cficli year. fMniali/.in,2 a loss of from 
$;<,000O,(M)0 to $1,000,000 uordi of 
shipping caf li season, "I would rather 
cross the At Ian lie L'O time;:," said an 
old hike, skipficr to mo hA summer, 
"thnn make one trip from Baffalo'to 
Chica.Lro in tlio month of November." 

'I'he reasons why tlielossof lifeand 
pro[)erty has been greater on thclakes 
than on the oceanitsclf are many. On 
the .\tlantic the sailor has plenty of 
leeway. Old Baits have the habit of 
say i ng that there is not liing safer than 
the open sea. But during.a storm on 
one of the lakes the sea room is lim- 
ited. The terrible task of "wearirg 
ship oiT Iceshore" is a comiiMn, 
though much dreaded experience 
with the lake sailor. Under any cir- 
cumstances such a thing as runiiiug 
ahead of the wind is out of tlie ques- 
tion, and the sliip that heaves to in a 
lake slorm is as good as lost. I f she 
does not go Io pieces on tlie shore, 
there are shoals and inlands enough 
to atlend to the Iiu.= iurs.^. It is usn- 
tlly a case of running into fort, and 
many a skipper has wrecked his 
vessel in the hazardous attempt to 
make, say, Osvego harbor in a storm. 
In the harbor of Chicago even more 
have gone down under similar circum- 
fitances right under the eyes of thou- 
sands of helpless eye-witnesses. The 
storms that come up so suddenly and 
sweep down Lake Michigan drive all 
shipping toward Chiougo harbor, hut 
few of these, indeed, are able to mnk'e 
it ill a heavy gale. Kaeh year dozens 
go down or jiound to pieces on the 
breakwater. Tlu re, is one strange 
case on record where a storm lifted a 
schooner entirely up over the break- 
water and set her wi lai the other 
side in'the quiet u.Ui r- ut' I'le har- 
bor, just as a nurse would lift a child 
into a' cradle. This peculiar but 
happy accident occurred some time 
fl go, when the schooner Mary E. Cooke 
was driven down the lake and was 
pounding furiously against the break- 
water, llalf an hour of such pound- 
ing would most certainly have 
knocked her to pieces. Untli she and 
her crew were counted l.-t, when 
suddenly a tremendous s i ;i eaught the 
little vessel, lifted her bodily "ver the 
great breakwater and lefi her quietly 
riding in the inner cirelu of the har- 
bor. It is worth while noting that at 
this same [lort of Chicago no less than 
CO men wero saved from wrecks by 
tile life saving rrews during the sea- 
K>n of I8;.t8.— Arthur J. Stringer, in

The Kentucky Washlngtons. 

Kentucky has within her borders 
the closest descendants of George 
Washington, in the persons of Col 
George Washington, an attorney of 

Newport. Ky.. 
and dauj^hterti. l"'or the purpo&eof 
accuracy, Col. \Vashin<rt()n prepa 
cd a statement of his rolatii)nship 
Gen. Washington. 

"I am descended from Col, Samu 
Washington, the oldest lull brothi 
of Gen. Washington, who also had 
several half-brothers. 

"Col. Samuel Washingb 
born at 'Wakefield,' Westmoreland 
county, Va., and died in the fall of 
1781 at 'Hareweed, -his family seat, 
Mis second wife was Mildred, 
dau'.'-hter of Col. .lohn Thornton, of 
Spottsylvania county \'irf,nnia. iJy 
her he had a .son named Thornton, 
born in 17(i(>. Thornton married 
his se.-ond wife, also a Washinjrton, 
in 17S(. He had joined the arnij 
wluii aliind .si.\leen year.s of a^e, 
and was lliisi-n under his uncle, 
Gen. (ieor^je Washington. 

Thornton Washington died in 17- 
87, leaving one son, Samuel Wash- 
ington, who also married a Wash- 
ington. It was this Samuel Wash- 
ington who, with a large famdy, 
removed to Kentucky in 1834. Hut 
two of these children survive, Mrs. 
Kate Duke, who lives in Missouri, 
and Mrs. Maria Perry, of Newport. 
Mrs. Duke has a son and two 
daughters, and Mrs, Perry four 
daughters. Capt. John Thornton 
Washington (sou ol the Samuel 
who removed to Kentucky) left two 
sons. Francis T. Washington, of 
Norfolk, Va., John Thornton Wash- 
ington, St. Louis, Mo., and two 
daughters,. Mrs. John B. Taylor 
and Miss Florence May Washing- 
ton, of Newport. George Washing- 
ton, son of Samuel Washington, had 
a wife named Martha, and left two 
children. Mr.s. Alice Scott, of 
Kno.vville, Tenn., and the present 
Col. (;eort,re Washington. The 
second Samuel Washington bore an 
asti.nishnif^ resemblance to the
